CONGRESS PASSED. 
BONUS BILL OVER 
PRESIDENTS VETO 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27,——Con 
gress today opened the Treasury 
{o inereased loans to World War 
veterans over the objeetion of 
President Hoover, 

The veterans’ loan velief bill he 
came law when the Stnate voted 
76 to 17 to disreyard the presi 
dential veto after acrimonious de- 
bate which brought demonstra- 
lions from the crowded galleries, 
By ® similar decisive margin, the 
House yesterday overrode the “no” 
of My, Hoover. 

The legislation allows the vet- 
erans to borrow up to half the 
face value of their compensation 
certificates which were allowed by 
Congress seven yea ro over the 
veto of President Coolidge. 

Interest Is 414 Per Cent 

The average loan available to 
the former service men will be 
$500. Interest of 4% per cent 
is charged. While the President 
feared the Treasury would be eall- 
ed unon for $1,000,000,000 by the 
legislation, others estimated the 
demand would not amount to much 
over half that amount. 

A little later President Hoover 
announeed he had issued orders to 
the Veterans Bureau to give com- 
plete priority to veterans in need | 
in administering the loans, 

“Although T have been opposed 
to the bonus bill,” the President 
said, “now that it has passed, we 
propose to facilitate its working 
in every way.” 

The Senate gave slight heed to 
the objections of the President in 
the three-hour debate preceding 
the roll call. However, a heated 
discussion of the merits of the 
measure several times brought 
roars and hisses from the galleries 
where advocates were noticeably 
in a majority. 

More Republicans voted today 
to override Mr. Hoover’s veto than 
originally supported the measure, 
86 lining up behind it today as 
against 84, on its first passage. 
Only Senator Watson of Indiana, 
the Republican leader, changed his 
vote in response to the veto. 

The bill passed the Senate pre- 
viously 72 to 12. Some of the ab- 
sentees on that vote were present 
today. Democrats, with one ex- 
ception, voted solidly against the 
veto, Senator King (D), Utah, 
joining the 16 Republicans sup- 
porting the President. 

Tt was the second time this Con- 
egress has trampled down without 
ceremony a veto by Mr. Hoover. 
A year ago his veto of the meas- 
ure inereasing pensions for Span- 
ish War veterans was overwhelmed. 

It was emphasized at the Vet- 
evans’ Bureau that the law limit- 
ing loans to veterans who have 
held their insu-wmee certificates 
for ‘wo years or more would he 
cons dered as still in effect. 


HOV’, TO GET BONUS LOANS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.— 
Here's what a veteran has to do 
to borrow half the face value of 
his adjusted compensation certifi- 
cate: 

Tf he has obtained a loan, he 
may present in person or mail to 
one of the 54 regional offices the 
record of it and the application 
for more. 

Those who have not received 
loans must mail to the office or 
present a certified note to that ef- 
feet along with discharge papers 
and the certificate. Notes can be 
obta‘ned from the regional offices 
and verterans’ organizations. 

From there on, the loan is in 
the hands of the veterans’ bureau, 
which heretofore has issued loans 
within ten days of receiving ap- 
plications and hopes to continue 
issuing at about the same rate. 

Regional offices are in: 

Atlanta, Birmingham, Charlotte, 
N. G., Columbia, S. C., Little Rock, 
Nashville, Now Orleans and Rich- 
mond.

POULTRY SALE DAY 
IN ALL ITS HISTORY 


Coffee County farmers during 
three da last week received a 
total of 19.70 through coop- 


ervision of the County Farm Bu 
renu, 

Poultry sales were held at Elba 
Tuesday, New Brockton Wednes- 
}day and Enterprise Thursday, Two 
full car loads of pouliry, weigh 
ing 286,000 pounds, were bought 
and shipped to New York buyers. 
| Farmers participating in these 
sales received a total of $5,419.70 
for their chickens and other 
poultry. 

At Elba it was the Jargest sale 
in the history of the cooperative 
enterprise, One full ear was load- 
ed at Elba, and many farmers had 
to carry their fowls back home on 
necount of over-crowding the car. 
These cooperative sales were 
started in the county about two 
years ago, and have always been 
fairly successful, 

According to W. M. Ray, coun- 
ty agent, the past week's sales 
were the largest ever held in the 
county, and are due to the close 
culling of flocks on account of the 
low price of eyes and scarcity of 
feed at present. | 

The cooperative hog sale held at 
lba last Wednesday brought the 
farmers $2,100.00 The price was 
the cheapest of the year, however, 
288 head, weighing a total of 
000 pounds, were sold for ship- 
ment to Swift & Company of Moul. 
trie, Georgia. 

Another poultry ear will prob- 
ably be stationed in the county 
the latter part of March. The 
next hog sale will be held in En- 
terprise next Tuesday, Mareh 10th.

New Troy-Brundidge 
Road Has Been Approved 
MONTGOMERY, Feb. 28.—Ap- 
proval by the U. S, Bureau of 
Public Roads of plans for the 
erading and draining in Pike 


Jounty of 10 miles of the Bee 
Line Highway between Troy and 
Brundidge was received at the 
State Highway Department Friday, 
and contract for the work prob- 
ably will be let today or Monday 

The grading and draining be- 
tween the points named will be on 
what is known in that locality as 
the “short route,’ that cuts sev- 
eral miles from the route now in 
use, which traverses the town of 
Banks. ‘This project is the last of 
the original group chosen to be 
constructed with funds from the 
emergency unemployment relief 
appropriation by Congress for 
road building, Others in the same 
group already have been let. 

Low bidders on the Troy-Brun- 
didge grading and draining job 
are: for the road work, Brantley 
and Crawley of Banks, $ 57,625,113 
bridges, Penton-Mathis Company, 
Florala, $87,983.50. This piece of 
voad will be sufficiently settled 
and packed after the passage of 
some 12 months, to be ready for 
paving. Tt is one of the two un- 
paved sections of the Bee Line be- 
tween Montgomery and Florida, 
the other being the 12 miles of 
surface-treated highway between 
Ozark and Pea River.

on, put on some fertilizer that 
came from Germany and South

I! am not only taking it up, but I 
am putting it out of the sunshine 
and the rain, I have found out 
that sunshine will destroy your 
fertilizer just about as quickly as 
vain. I wish some one would save 
all the fertilizer from a cow for 
30 days and weigh it so we would 
veally know what could be saved. 
My, how simple it is of us to al- 
low our barnyard fertilizer to go 
to waste. We Southern people 
waste enough to make us rich. 
Why is it we do not try to save? 
Now take your case: What are 
you doing about saving each and 
every pile of barnyard fertilizer? 
Ave you really saving it? It you 
are not, then why are you not sav- 
ing it? If it lies in the sun and 
rain for a few days it is ruined 
and it is my opinion that most of 
us allow it all to go to ruin. Of 
course we save that part that falls 
in the barn, but I am talking about 
the part that falls outside, also. 
That part that needs attention the 
very day it accumulates.

dent Hoover earlier in the day 

The vote to pass the bill in spite 
of the objection of President Hor 
ver that it would put the govern 
ment into business in competition 
with its citizens was o clear nia- 
jorty of the senate, but far short 
of the two-thirds required. 

Several hours of debate before 
packed galleries preeeded the roll 
call which was reached at 10:25 
p.m, Senator Black of Alabama 
and other Southern Democrats 
contended Hoover had violated his 
campaign pledges by vetoing the 
bill, and Senator Norris, Republi 
can, Nebraska, author of the mea 
ure, said the president was ‘with 
the power trust.” 

Senator Glenn, Republican, Tli- 
nois, the only senator {o raise hi 
voice in support of the president, 
denied Mr, Hoover had violated 
his campaign promises and praised 
his courage” for vetoing the bill. 

Friends of the legislation said 
the president’s veto had thrown 
the issue into the next presiden- 
tial campaign and Glenn said he 
accepted thetr challenge on behalf 
of the Republican party. 

The debate drew the biggest 
crowd the senate galleries have 
held this session, with long lines 
of men and women waiting their 
turn to get in. 

Secretary Hurley was on the 
enate floor during much of the 
(lebate, together with several sen- 
ators-elect, whose terms begin to-

Midway Bank Is 
Looted Of $4,000 


EUFAULA, Ala., Feb, 28—The | 


robbery of the James and Midway 
Banking Company at Midway 
sometime during Thursday night 
was learned Friday morning when 
officials of the bank started to 
open the door for business. Four 
thousand dollars in cash was tak- 
en, but it was not known at noon 
if any papers were missing. 

It was found that the front 
door had been forced to gain en- 
trance and an acetylene torch had 
been used to cut through the door 
of the vault to release the lock. 

Entrance to the strong box in 
the vault was gained by cutting 
through the back of the safe with 
the acetylene torch. The robbery 
apparently oecurred late in the 
night, as the safe was still warm 
when the robbery was discovered. 

No trace was found of the rob- 
bers, but every effort is being 
made to apprehend them. Bank 
officials stated at noon that the 
loss was fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

Officials said that they had not 
made a complete check and did not 
know whether any negotiable se- 
curities or other papers had been 
included in the loot.
